try, the price induced Home of our peo- 
ple to begin the manufacture of tin- 
plate. 
Three factories were 
started. 


Tin-plate was then selling at £12. As 
soon as the factories started tin price 
was reduced by England to 81.50. In 
187C the American factories hail ID Mint 
down and immediately tho price of tin. 
plate ad vanced to 80. In 1S7H one of 
the factories started again and as soon a* 
it was fairly under way the price went 
down until it was again coui|.filed In 
suspend. With the proposal duty on 


- tm-plate it is expected tMit it can be 


manufactured in this country at a fair 
Drofit and the industry btult up. There 
is no doubt, that under proper protec- 
tion, all the tin-plate needed for con- 
sumption m this country can intimately 
be ruanufactued nthome and sold for less 
mouey than we are now paying. 
In ad- 


dition to this, to manufacture all the 
tin-plate we consume would, it H t'stinm- 
ted, employ£!,(XX) men in th<< millsiiloue, 
and m addition to this it, would give em- 
ployment to others in the manufacture of 
boies ami other work incidental to the 
manufacture of tin-plate; in short, it 
would make 200,000 people dependent 
upon the new industry for support, con- 
sumers of our farm products, tax-payers, 
patrons of other industries and contrib- 
utors to charities and jiublic buildings in 
the United States instead ot Europe.

They Stop a Train at the End ot 


Big Revolvers, 


AND ROB THE UNITED STATES MAILS. 


Their Further and More Important Op- 


erations Balked by the Express Agent 


—Tho Passengers Not Molested 


—Officers in Pursuit. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., 
June 
9.—A 


Tribune special from Mandan, N. D., 
says: The through east-bound passen- 
ger train due at Mandan at midnight 
arrived at one o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, the mall car presenting a sorry ap- 
pearance. 
Two miles west of New 


Salem and twenty-five miloa west of 
here the engineer and fireman were 
surprised by two masked men climbing 
over the tender and ordering tho train 
stopped at the end of big revolvers. 
The summon* was obeyed. The ex- 
press messenger, Argevive, healngshots 
fired forward and suspecting something, 
hid $000 in money from the safe, locked 
the small safe, put out the lights and 
ran back to New Salem. The mall oar 
was first tackled by the robbers. Only 
one agent was in the ear, and he Imme- 
diately obeyed orders by turning over 
the mail matter. A number of regis- 
tered letters were rifled and then the 
robbers turned their attention to the ex- 
press oar. This they found was deserted, 
much to their chagrin, and mistaking 
the fireman for tho express messenger, 
they ordered him at the point of their 
pistols to open the safes. 
He protested 


that he knew nothing about it, and 
finally satisfied the robbers. Then the 
train backed to New Salem and came 
on east 


The passengers were not touched. 


One passenger put his head out of tho 
window during the delay, but was told 
to get his head back, and a bullet 
whizzed by his head as a reminder that 
the order had bettor be obeyed. A 
posse of men with the sheriff, mounted 
and armed, left on a special train for 
the scene of the daring robbery. Only 
four masked men were seen at any one 
time and suspicions are rife that only 
two were engaged in the work.

It is a sport requiring the 
greatest coolness and daring, if one ta to 
gain the coveted prize—the tail. I pre- 
sume the fox hunt indulged in by the 
Englishman or American has, though In 
n much less degree, the attraction a kan- 
garoo hunt haa for the average Aus- 
tralian. I suppose what makes the sport 
30 very exciting is the danger encounter- 
ed in pursuing the animal, the country 
presenting so many obstacles dangerous 
ulike to man and horse, and the break- 
neck pace it is necessary to keep up to 
follow the semi-flying "markup" until 
such time aa he may become fagged out, 
when, like a lion at bay, ho will fight till 
the lust gatp. 


While there is not any of the ceremony 


or dress incident to a fox hunt in chas- 
ing the kangaroo, there is no doubt it 
IK fully as enjoyable, the necessary re- 
quirement being, if you arc going to have 
any fun, that you can ride and handle a 
hor.ie perfectly, have a fairly fast horse 
and two or more fleet dogs. A party so 
equipped will start from some given 
jil.ire and make for the nearest rendez- 
vous or camping ground of the kangaroo, 
tho object of the party being to get as 
near an jMwlble to their haunts before 
living detected, all possible precautions 
being taken to make no unnecessary 


The kangaroos having a wonderfully 


keen sense of smell, should the wind 
favor them, it is sometimes not easy to 
yet \ery near them before they are 
aware of their danger. Their sense of 
hearing being very acute, the least noise 
made the better. They are, however, a 
very near sighted animal. Immediately 
tho kangaroos perceive in what direction 
the' danger is coming from, if any, they 
begin to act in a manner worthy of the 
greatest admiration. It Is exceptional to 
find them in groups of less than from 
t« elve to twenty in number.
